Would Increase Rate to $1.10 an Hour; 
Two Boosts in October, 1947, Brought 
Present Scale to 90 cents an Hour; 
Also Want 45-Hour Work Week 

A petition for a wage increase of $4.50 per week for Borough 
workmen was presented to the Narberth Borough Council Mon- 
day night. 
The petition, signed by five of <- ne nine workmen now on the 

Borough payroll, also asked for a 
shorter work week and an addi- 
tional week of vacation. 

George B. Suplee, superintendent 
of public works in Narberth, stated 
that the men who signed the peti- 
tion were comparatively new on 
the Borough forcp, while the men 
who had not signed have beeji em- 
ployed by the Borough for many 
years. 

"One of the signers," he said, 
"has only been employed three 
months, another four months, and 
the others from two to three 
years." 

The wage rate of the Borough 
laborers was increased twice dur- 
ing October, 1947, by the. Borough 
Council. On October 3, their wages 
were increased to 80c and on Oc- 
tober 31 they received an addi- 
tional increase of 10c an hour to 
match an increase granted to Low- 
er Merion Township laborers. The 
petition presented Monday night 
asked for an increase to $1.10 per 
hour. 

Other Borough employees re- 
ceived a salary increase at the be- 
ginning of this year, so that thpir 
salaries would be in line with those 
paid Lower Merion Township em- 
ployees. 

The workmen's petition also 
asked for a 45-hour work week in- 
stead of a 50-hour week which has 
always been the Borough work 
week. The 40-hour week law does 
not pertain to employees of mu- 
nicipalities.
